Citizens of Fulton county, outside of At- 
lanta, will vote on June 5 on a proposed county 
schools bond issue of $750,000. Inasmuch as 
this is probably the most important school 
proposal for the county in years, it is impor- 
tant that a large vote be assured and, accord- 
ing to every factual anabkysis, important that 
vote be favorable to the bonds. 


Thus, while there is more than a month 
and a half before the day of the bond election, 
it«must not be forgotten that May 5, only three 
weeks off, is the deadline date for registering. 
It is felt that, the larger the vote the better 
chance there is for approval of the bonds, and 
advocates are anxious that every eligible citi- 
zen be upon the voters’ list before it closes. 


In order to pass a bond issue, it is necessary 
that a majority of those registered—not, notice, 
those voting—cast their ballots in favor of the 
proposal, also that the pro-bond votes consti- 
tute two-thirds of all votes cast. 

The tendency of modern man to make his 
home ever farther away from his place of busi- 
ness has resulted in rapid increase in school 
population in the county areas beyond the city 
limits. Since the advent ef smooth, pavéd 
roads and the automobile for rapid, sure trans- 
port, more and more people are building their 
homes outside the city, preferring the semi- 
rustic surroundings of the spreading residential 
developments to the constrictions of apartment 
life in the city. 

This, necessarily, places a heavy strain upon 
the capacities of the county schools. It is to 
increase -that capacity that the bond issue is 
sought. 

Many of the county schools have more chil- 
dren than they have classroom accommodation. 
Some are using auditoriums for classrooms, 
some have been compelled to resort to double 
sessions and, in one case, the besement of a 
community clubhouse is used as a classroom. 

As a matter of fact, passage of the bond 
issue insures, in addition to the $750,000, expen- 
diture of $2,250,000 sin federal funds that 
will not be available if the issue should fail. 
This includes $750,000 in federal “matching” 
funds and $1,500,000 which will be provided for 
work projects sponsored by other governmental 
units, within the county. 

All thé bond money, under the law, must 
be expended either upon the building of new 
schools or acquisition of schools already con- 
structed. Bond money cannot be used, under 
Georgia law, for current expenses of any form. 


It is reassuring as to the financial status 
of the county to note that no additional tax 
levy will be needed to retire the bonds. Despite 
the curtailment of ordinary school finances by 
the homestead tax exemption law, the special 


bond levy—in Fulton, 1 1-2 mills—is not af- 


fected. Revenue from this 1 1-2 mill bond tax 
is sufficient to retire all present outstanding 
school bonds, as well as the new issue, over a 
period of 19 years, with no increase in the 
tax burden. : 

As a matter of fact, Fulton county’s school 
bond totals are extremely low. Including bal- 
ances assumed through merger of the systems 
in old Milton and Campbell counties, in East 


Point and in College Park, the total of school 


bonds now outstanding is only $702,500. 

In such situation, it is the best of business 
to approve the new $750,000 issue and, to any- 
one at all familiar with the crowded conditions 
in schools in all sections of the county, the 
urgency of the need is self-evident. 

Incidentally, the need is almost the same 
in every section of the county, this assuring 
expenditure of the money over the entire 
county area.

Most Daring Exploit 
Naval experts at Washington are reported 
as classifying the British navy’s penetration of 
the Skagerrak, the Kattegat and the Baltic sea 
as one of the most daring enterprises in naval 
history. That the result seems, at this writing, 
to have justified the boldness of the attack 


-does not in any degree lessen the brilliance of 


the undertaking. 

Never during the first World War did the 
Allies dare penetration of these waters. It was 
taken for granted that, when once the German 
navy had reached the entrance to the Skager- 
rak, it had reached sanctuary. 

It must be remembered, in computing the 
story of the naval fight in the Scandinavian 
area, that the British do not have as great a 
preponderance of sea power in the North sea 
as the average observer believes. The British 
and French are compelled to use much of their 
naval strength in other parts of the world 


Their ships must patrol the Mediterraneany 


and their eastern fleets must be kept up to war 
strength. 

Many of their ships are required in the 
extensive convoy system for merchant shipping, 
and there is scarcely any part of the globe 
where Allied naval vessels must not perform 
constant, and vital, patrol duties. 

The same Washington experts who style 
the Skagerrak penetration as the most dar- 
ing exploit in naval history offer explana- 
tion, too, of the somewhat mystifying Norwe- 
gian adventure by the Nazis. By that adven- 
ture they have apparently opened a dangerous 
means of access to their foes. They may, in 
fact, have doomed their entire war effort to 
defeat. 

The reason, say the experts, may be found 
in the same difficulty of Allied entry into sup- 
posedly German-controlled waters. 

Neither Hitler nor his admirals, it is said, 
dreamed of such British action as within the 
realm of possibility. Maybe Hitler now realizes 
that to a fleet with sugh traditions as the 
Armada, Trafalgar, Tripoli and Jutland behind 
it, nothing is impossible. 


They Don’t Like Dewey 

The “regulars” of the Republican organiza- 
tion are showing evident signs of alarm at the 
strength revealed by Tom Dewey, the “gang- 
buster” candidate for the GOP presidential 
nomination, in recent state primaries. For, 
frankly, the stalwarts of the party do not like 
the Dewey candidacy, and nothing would please 
them so much as to see him effectively removed 
from the national political picture. 

They consider him too young, too brash and 
too inexperienced. Likewise, they do not relish 
what they describe as an excessive use of politi- 
cal opportunism. They point to the chameleon- 
like character of Dewey’s vi¢ws on important 
questions, charging that his pronouncements 
very widely according to the local opinion of 
the various sections in which he speaks. 

A confidential, but reliable, note states that, 
according to present indications, the first ballot 
at the Republican convention is likely to see 
Dewey receive about 300 votes. Almost as 
many, it is stated, will be cast for Taft, while 
the strong Martin-Landon group will control 
from 100 to 150 votes, which may be thrown 
subsequently to any acceptable candidate, and 
which will probably be the deciding factor. 

In view of this, the leanings of that Martin- 
Landon group become important. They are 
said to be totally opposed to Dewey, yet do 
not like Taft much. They would, it is believed, 
accept Governor Bricker, of Ohio, and there is 
some talk of Roberts as a compromise candi- 
date. 

Herbert Hoover’s name, it is said, will not 
be included in the early balloting, though he 
might become a strong contender before the 
end. 

All of which, from the Democratic view- 
point, seems to be very much along the order 
of a tempest of futility. For the probabilities 
still point to another Democratic victory, re- 
gardless of whom the G.O.P. candidate may be.

WE ARE NOT ALONE 
(From The Newark Call.) 

Newark envies New York its seemingly bot- 
tomless purse, its attractiveness as a shopping: and 
amusement center, its incredible public improve- 
ments. But New York has its troubles. Business 
interests there are worried about the exodus of 
industries and residential population and plan a 
survey to determine the causes and find a remedy, 

What is happening in New York is not unique. 
It is happening in Newark and in some degree 
in most large cities of the country. If there is any 
single cause, it is the automobile. It has forced 
cities to raise taxes and go into debt to build new 
streets and highways and widen and repave old 
ones. 

At the same time, it freed industry from the 
necessity of locating close to large upban centers, 
When the tax burdens the auto helped create 
destroy profits, industries find it easy to go else- 
where and small communities welcome them. The 
congestion and noise brought by the automobile 
make city life unpleasant and the freedom of 
movement made possible by the automobile per- 
mits city workers to live remote from their jobs. 


The problem has been complicated: by the de-’ 


pression, which has required the diversion to un- 
employment relief of large sums which would 
otherwise be available for the continued modern- 
ization of urban thoroughfares, which is necessary 
if central business districts in big cities are to 
survive. 

New York’s survey will be watched with in-

THE FIGHT FOR ORE Keeping in mind that the fighting in 


the fjords of Norway is being done for 

ore, iron ore, and not for freedom for the Norwegians, except in 
that iron ore eventually is to be translated into defeat or victory 
for Germany, the map becomes more interesting. 

The British, with very proper and customary realism, apparently 
left the Germans in south Norway and concentrated on Narvik. 

Narvik is a far northern Norwegian port. Swedish iron bre was 
being shipped from there because the Gulf of Bothnia has been 
frozen all winter. - The ice breaks up in April. Narvik is a town 
of about 10,000 persons, Its harbor is ice-free. 

(The suffix “vik” means bay and is a common one on Norwegian 
coastal towns.) 

Now, if a line be drawn from Narvik down and across Norway 
into Sweden, it will strike the Swedish port of Lulea, which is on 
the Gulf of Bothnia. After about mid-April the iron ore will be 
moving from that port and Narvik no longer will be needed as a 
port 

That explains, then, 
across the front of Germany.
